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~OSCAR 9, the scientific amateur radio 
satellite developed at the University of 
Surrey in England, has been plagued with 
one problem after another since it was 
launched, thirteen months ago. The latest 
was an-erroneous command sent to the craft 
last April. which. turned on both beacon 
transmitters which desensed both command re- 


Cievers which precluded any further commands. 


The solution was: to hit one of the command 


receivers with a high power station on Earth. 


The signal arriving at the spacecraft comm- 
and receiver from Earth nad to be stronger 
than the radiation from the 650 milliwatt 
beacon transmitter located in the craft. 


The first attempt to rescue U0-9 was 
-made from KIWHS on two meters with an array 
of twenty four yagis of fourteen elements 

- each. Maximum legal power and the 26 dB gain 
of the antenna were inadequate to break 
through. The effort then started at Stan- 

__ ford Research Institute using a 150 foot 
dish on 70 cm. After trying for a month the 
hams at SRI decided to install a two meter 
amplifier and change the dish feed. Problems 


with the positioning system for the big dish 


. then stopped all effort for a month. Before 
_ disassembling the. 70 cm. arrangement an 
error was found in the command encoder which 
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they had been using. Everything was made 
operational on September 18 but it was 
next day before U0-9 was. in a favorable 
position for another. try. The first at- 
tempt failed because the parameters used 
to generate tracking data was old enough 
that the errors in the data exceeded the 
0.6 degree beamwidth of the, dish. ‘Armed 
with new data on the 20th, a command was 
sent to the craft and stations monitoring 
the two=meter-beacon heard it turn off. 
OSCAR 9 was again under control.-AlLL .on- 
board systems have returned to normal ex- 
cept for the 40 kev radiation detector 
which’was damaged at launch,a: year ago. 

The spacecraft is now sending tele- 
metry at 1200 ro 300 baud and the stabili- 
zation program has been restarted. Although 
half of its design lifetime has been spent 
with these problems U0-9 might yet. yield 
some rewards. 


OSCAR 7 still transmits a weak skqnal 
on its 435-mHz. beacon and some :stations 
report hearing snatches of ate pcie d OSCAR 
8 is Saga normally. 


The Soviet satellites RS-3 through 
RS-~8 continue to operate normally.. The 
Radio Sport Federation of the USSR is :spon- 
sering a series of satellite activity weeks 
during the month of October to commemorate 
the twenty fifth anniversary of the first 
Sputnik. Points are awarded tor the number 
of stations worked via satellite and cer- 
tificates presented to the top scorers. As 
with nearly all correspondence with Soviet 
amateurs reports are mailed to Box 88, 
Moscow.

The Phase 3B spacecraft continues in 
tests in Germany. The European Space Agency 
is juggling schedules in the wake of the 
disasterous flight of ARIANE 5. It now ap- 
pears that Phase 38 will be launched on the 
next flight (if it is sucessful) in mid- 
February. 


Experimental packet radio transmissions 
through OSCAR 8 mode J (70 cm. up, 2 meters 
down) are being explored by W3IWI and NSAHD. 
Results have been marginal with narrow-band 
FM looking slightly better than SSB, mainly 
because tuning FM is more accurate with a 
discriminator meter than tuning SSB with an 
S-meter or by ear. Packet radio is expected 
to play a large role in communications via 
Phase 3B. Its spread will be even greater 
if the FCC adopts a digital only license.

The following item was culled by the editor 
(Ole Virginia Hams ARC Newsletter) from the 
April, 1982 Auto-call in Chris Imlay's (N3AKD) 
“American Radio Relay League Report": 


The league has from time to time heard of 
inquiries made to FCC staff from indivi- 
duals with respect to hypothetical problems. 
These persons ask, for example, "suppose 

my car breaks down on the highway - can I 
autopatch commercial towing services for 
assistance?" Questions such as this should 
be resolved by common sense and not by a 
request for written opinions from FCC staff. 
Such requests are dangerous, because the 

_ answer to a hypothetical situation may set 

a bad precedent for the amateur radio ser-. 
vice in general. A carelessly worded 
hynothetical request may trigger a neg- oe 
ative and unnecessary response. It is Sug-. 
ge: ted that, instead of going to the extreme 
Of asking for a declaratory rule interpre- 
tation from FCC staff, just read the rules . 
and act as a reasonable, prudent person with 
knowledge of the rules would act under cir- 
cumstances. No one, not even the FCC, could 
ask for more, Although amateurs seemingly 
love to play with hypothetical interpretation 
Of rules, it is not necessary, nor productive. 
Spend your time on the air instead!
